“Mr. Hepburn was never nomi- 
nated. No convention was held. He 
named by the Ontario 
Liberal Association when Premier 
Nixon stepped aside. As a matter 
of fact, we were all surprised that 
George Drew, the Progressive Con- 
servative leader, did not attack us 
on that score alone—that Mr. Hep- 
burn was not the choice of Ontario 
Liberals at a Liberal convention 

Still another chief of the fed- 
eral Liberal organization pointed 
out that Hon, Arthur Roebuck, 
recently named to the senate, and 
regarded as the dean of Liberal 
leaders in the province, absolute- 
ly refused to have anything to do 
with the Hepburn organization. 
He was hardly on speaking terms 
with the provincial organization 


chiefs. let alone making any 
speeches for them. 

“At one meeting I attended,” said 
a Liberal federal worker, in the 
offices this morning. “there were 


four hundred back concession farm- 
etfs present. The strange thing was 
that never onc throughout the 
meeting was our supposed leader, 
Mitchell Hepburn’s name once 
mentioned’ 


FEW POST MORTEMS 


Very few of the Liberal workers 
here holding post mortems on the 
Drew landslide—for they concede 
it was a landslide—will concede 
that any other chief factors entered 
into their defert other than their 
failure to have a fighting organiza- 
tion headed by a leader in whom 
they had confidence 


They say, for example, that 
there was no aftermath of the 
notorious Grey North by-election 
battle, that John Bracken’s name 
was never mentioned.

The Edmonton officer groped 
back toward the Canadian lines and 
early in the morning was in no- 
nan’s land, just in time to be 
caught in a running barrage from 
Canadian guns. 


CLAWS RUT 


Shells plastered the area and 
Macdonald flattened himself in a 
tank track trying to claw the rut 
deeper with his naked hands. He 
was pinned down for five hours 
after which he was discovered, 
badly dazed and shaken, by two

Ontario voters on Monday went all-out 
for a government that could govern. They 
had endured two years during which the 
ministry could carry out only so much of 
ita program as the opposition groups would 
permit. That was more than enough 

Premier Drew made clear that the elec- 
tion involved “no mere question of party 
advantage or party success.’ He added: 
“Some of my most vigorous supporters in 
this campaign are life-long Liberals,” 
which was true. His victory is therefore 
fiot a party victory other than in name. 
In fact, and by the Premier's definition, 
is a victory for orderly government, 
achieved by the breaking of party lines; 
against a continuance of inaction, con- 
fusion and uncertainty 

However urgent stable government 
may have been in the provincial field there, 
it is more urgent in the federal field. For 
many reasons, A deadlock in a provincial 
legislature is of local effect, but a hobbled 
administration of Dominion affairs would 
have nation-wide reactions. And beyond 
that—what figure could Canada hope to 
cut in international affairs at this critical 
juncture if the man charged with direct- 
ing our external policy did not know from 
day to day what inter-group conspiracies 
were going on behind his back and when he 
might be made to walk the plank? 

One of three men will be prime min- 
ister of Canada when the elections are 
over, There is only one of them who has 
any chance of obtaining a working major- 
ity in the new parliament. Mr. Bracken, 
by his mathematical size-up of the situa- 
tion, has eliminated both himself and Mr. 
Coldwell. That leaves Prime Minister King 
the only man in sight to head a government 
which can carry on the business of the 
country at home and abroad with the con- 
sistency and success only possible to a min- 
istry having a working majority in parlia- 
ment.

Mr. Anthony Eden says, quite correctly 
and with timeliness, that peace in Europe 
and the world may depend on how well 
each nation is able to keep from meddling 
in the internal affairs of other nations.

She is permitted to earn only $28

CALGARY, June 6 ce 
Warning that if rehabilitation 
measures, either servicemen’s or 
Civilian, do not succeed “the 
country will be destroyed,” Capt 
J. Harper Prowse, Soldier mem- 
ber of the Alberta Lebislature 
appealed for individual action on 
Post-war problems in an address 
here last night at a civic banquet 
tendered to delecates attending 
the 14th annual convention of the 
Alberta command of the Canadian 
Legion, BESL. 

One of the things that had con 
cerned him ost since his return 
from the fighting front in Italy two 
months ago was the “apathy” he 
had found among citizens concern 
ing public affairs, said Capt 
Prowse 
LACK OF INTEREST 

“The lack of election interest is 
disgraceful,” he declared, noting 
that for the past five or six years 
300,000 Canadians serving overseas 
had been unable to take part in 
Canada’s democratic processes 

“Eighty per cent of the men 
coming back just want work to 
enable them to earn a decent liv- 
ing for themselves and their 
family. If we don't make this pos- 
sible this country will be de- 
stroyed 

“Not by them,” he added quickly 
explaining that if the men were 
not given emplpyment at a decent 


wage, they would have to be given 
benefits 

If thousands of veterans were un 
employed it would bring the mini- 
mum scale of wages down to a 
level of the benefits paid out of 
work soldiers and also it would 


“destroy the souls and ambitions, 
of countless thousands of potential 
leaders of the future

answer, either.” 

You have told me very little upon 
which to base a decision. Have you 
just weanet her from the bottle? 
She may be subst ing her thumb 
for the bottie-nipple to which she 
has been accustomed. 

How many meals does she have a 
day? Because she is pverweight she 
probably is over-fed and now food 
has little significance for her She 
would certainly remove her thumb 
long enough to be fed if she were 
really hungry 

So the best suggestions I can 
make would be to increase the time 
between meals A three-meal 
schedule would probably be ideal 
for her now. Offer less food than 
she now gets and skim some of the 
cream from her formula
